G.S,K. 280(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian 
Telegraph Act, 1886 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Third Amendment). 
Rules, 1972, 

(2) They shall come into force at once, 

2. In rule 2 of the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951 (hereinafter referred to as 
a said rules) after clause (bbb), the following clause shall be inserted, name- 

iy:— 

l4 (ccc) Absentee subscribers service facility means the facility whereby 
during the temporary absence of a subscriber from the premises 
where the telephone service has been provided under these rules, 
such information as is required by the subscriber to be given to 
his callers shall be arranged to be given by the Department/’ 

3. In rule 434 of the said rules, under the heading “VI. Charges for addi¬ 
tional facilities” after item (2), the following item shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(3) The charges for the absentee subscriber service facility shall be as 
follows:— 

(a) Non-recurring charges for provision of the facility on every occa¬ 
sion when such facility is required, Rs. 15/- 
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(b) Becurring charges for every day or part thereof for which the faci¬ 
lity Is provided.
